And instead of disguising the arti-

Sulser thinks he has struck a solar 
plexus blow at the high cost of living. 
The horse meat sells at from 5 to 12 
cents a pound, ranging from 5 cents 
for the leg meat to 12 cents a pound 
for round and ‘sirloin steaks. Frank- 
furtera. made of horse meat are 10 
centa a dozen. 

The Board of Health about-a year 
ago authorized the sate of horse meat 
in New York city. An inspector of 
the Board of Health investigated the 
market when {t opened last Saturday 
ang found conditions sanitary. Each 
cut of meat.bears the stamp of the 
Board of Health. The meat comes 
from an abattoir on Long Island 
which handles horses onjy: Sulser 
claims that the meat of horses is bet- 
ter for human consumption _ thy

Many stars have « commcn drift 
through space, but it is very rare for 

all tho chief stara cf a consftellatio? 
to share the same direction or motion. 
“Of the ceven stars that form the out- 
lino of the Great’ Dipper. five are mov- 
ing.in-the same- direction. ut the 
brighter ster-of the Pointers and the 
star atthe end of the handle are mov- 
ing in an entirely different direction. 

In the short time that has elapsed 
eince its discovery various determin- 
ations of the parallax, radial velocity 
and type of spectrum of the new star 
havo yielded some intereating resul! 
As seén in the 36-inch Lick refractor 
it-is a fsint, ofsnge colored etar of 
tho 10% magnitude, and it has the 
type of epectrum that is characteris- 
tio of stars far advanced in evolution. 
It is what is known as a ‘‘dwarf’’ 
star of the type M.° The variable star 
Alpha Herculis is a ‘‘giant’’ of the 
same clase. The spectra of stars of 
type M are strangely fluted in ap- 
pearance, because of the presence of 
titanium oxide. It is not known as 
yet why stars of this type show epcc- 
tra so dominated by this“one sub- 
stance. , 

The shifting of the lines of this 
etar’s spectrum toward-the blue in- 
dicates that ‘it is approaching the 
solar system, and measurements of 
the amount. of this shift indicate a 
rate of approsch in tho line of sight 
of about sixty miles a eccond. Ta 
determine the actual motion of a star 
through space’ we must know not 
only its cross motion but also this 
motion in the line of sight or radial 
volocity. .

seem to be that {tis the largest 
known, -with the exception of the par 
allax, of Alpha Centauri, the nesrest 
star. In other wordg, Bernard's new 
atar is probably our second nearest 
neighbor, and its brightness ia found 
tu be lesa ‘than throe-thousandths 
that of the sun, which makes it the 
faintest etar so fer known. 

The parallax also tells us that its 
cross motion is sixty-one miles a ste 
ond. This, in connection with the mo- 
tion-of about vixty miles a second in 
the line of sight, tells us that the 
Star is approaching at the rate of 
eighty-five miles a eecond, a truly 
enormous velocity when we consider 
that the average cross motien for a 
star of this type is about eleven miles

“We must finally establish some de 
finite commercial understanding with 
nations outside Europe that will offer 
them advantages to be duly speci 
fied in detail whereby these nations, 
as neutrals, will find it to their direct 
disadvantage commercially to trade or 
sell munitions during the war to cither 
ourselves or our’ enemies...

France, Feb, 1,-via London, Feb, 2.— 
(From a stat correspondent of the 
Associated Press. j—Nearly fifty thou 
sand Americans are estimated to be 
fighting for tho Allics. and inquiry 
shows that nearly four-fifths of these 
are in the khaki-clad British army 
commanded by Ficld Marsha] Haig. 
It is computed that the actual. fight 
ing force of Americans now. in Franco 
under the Union Jack is probably 
larger than the United States army 
which was actually engaged: in hos 
tilities in the brief campaign of the 
Spanish-American War. 

Hundreds of Americans hava Riven 
their lives for the causo of the Allies, 
and hundreds of othera bear perman- 


ent scars of tho shock of battle, but 
each new battalion and each new group 


of reinforcements arriving from over 
seas_brings nymbers of their fellow- 
countrymen to tako their places 
The Canadian regiments naturally 
attracted the greatest number of Am- 
ericans, many of the recrnits Jiving ip 
the Dominions when tho war broke 
out- But Americans aro ‘wlso scat- 
tered throughout the distinctly Eng- 
lish battalions, and somo are found 
among tho » Australians, South Afri- 
tans, and in tho different staff depart 
ments.

Cromwell Had His Own Views ea the 
Rights of an Embassy. ~~ 

Nowadays the intaslon of-a foreign 
embassy would Le a serioux matter, 
but In the days when Oliver Cromwell 
was lord protector of England. there 
was no fine discrimination’ to,” fatee 
members of an embassy. . When 
members committed crimes againat the. 
law of the land they were beld to the 
same accountability as though they had 
been natires. 

So It was that on July 10, 1653, Don: 
Pavtuh:on Sa, a Portuguese nobleman, 
brother of.the ambassador from that 
country to England and a. knight of 
Malta, was bebeaded. on Tower bill.’ 
He had killed an Englishman,. mistak- 
ing him for another. The Portuguese 
took refuge with his brother, the am- 
bassador, who claimed that by the law 
of nations his house was an inviolable 
sanctuary for all his countrymen. 

Cromwell sent a messenger to state 
that if the criminal was not giten up 
to the civil authorities the. soldters 
would be withdrawn | from® guardir 
the embassy and the mob Jeft to do as 
it pleased, Every effort was made by 
the Portuguese and other ambassadors 
to gato Don Pantaleon’s life, but with- 
out. avail, Crommell made no otber re. 
ply than, “Blood bas been shed, and 
Justice must be satisfed.”"—Indlanapo- 
lis News.

| EAST LANSING, Mich. Feb 1,.— 
{To substitute criminals in the state 
prisons, especially life Prisoners, for 
mice and other anmals for Vivisection 
and experimental work in coutagious 
diseases* is the ‘plan’ Professor HLA 
Gehring, of the Michigan Agricultura} 
College, disclosed in a lecture here to 
day on “Contagious Diwases.”' 

The professor's audience was gs 
tounded when he revealed the plan 
and argued that the prisoners owe nt 
debt to society because of the eriines 
they committed,

Big Problens (o Be FaGed in Western 
Provinces, 

That there ore literally thousands 
of prosperous German farmers in the 
three Prairle Provinces whd are en- 
joying unparalleled prosperity owing 
to the prevailing high prices of wheat 
tut who steadfastly and stubbornly 
refuse'to contribute to the Canadian 
Patriotic or other war funds in any 
way, is the statement of L. A. Guer- 
tin, of Vancouver, who has just made 
a three months’ tour of Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, and Manitoba. 

Some of these German farmers are 
admittedly naturalized Canadian sub- 
Jeets who have been residents of the 
Dominion for some time, according 
to the statements of Mr. Quertin, but 
the majority of them are of the 
hyphenated class who emigrated to 


; Canada from the American side some 


years ago and have established them- 
comfortably on large 
farms in the majority of instances. 
The stand they have taken in regard 
to contribuling, despite their evident 
affluence, is creating. much adverse 
comment in many of the towns and 
villages throughout the three Prov- 
inces mentioned. - 

The-numbereof Germans and Aus- 
trians—but mostly thrifty Germans 
—in some of these prairie towns is 
surprising, according to Mr. Guertin, 
In some of the towns there are easily 
one-half or one-third Germans eltber 
engaged in agriculture or some of 
its allied industries, In the case of 
cast Rexina, for instance, Nr. Guer- 
tin was informed that the voters" liat 
showed that fully Ofty per cent. of 
the residents there were Germans or 
of Gortuan extraction. And they 
were all well of and had ample 
money to spend for all the Juxuries 
they desired, duc mainly to the bigh 
prices they secured for their grain 
und other products. Mr. Guertin 
cited the case of one German farmer 
in Saskatchewan who had 15,000 
bushels of potatoes stored awaiting 
a further rise In prices and declined 
to sell at the prevalling prices. As 
there was no actual’ scarcity of pote- 
toes he could not be forced at pre- 
gent to sell his crop, Aad with Very. 
few exceptions indeed, could these 
Germans be fifduced to contribute to 
the Canadian Patriotic fund or any 
otber of tho numerous tag day dona- 
tions or similar collections which al! 
Joyal Canadiana have been contri-; 
buting to so liberally.

Hoe at once expressed a desire 
to inspect this portion of the Instita- 
Uon and was*giren permission to do 
80, On his arrival there Lisa‘s cabin 
Was pointed owt to him, and, going to 
the door, be knocked. A woman keep- 
er answered the summons, and upon 
bis showing an order to inspect any 
Portion of the institution he was nd- 
mitted. Lisa was sitting at a window 
sewlng.- She looked up at the visitor 
and recognized bim at once, but be 
did not change countenance himself, 
ang she restrained here 

“I desire fo question this prisoner,” 
he sald to the keeper, “she being free 
to tell me what 1 wish to know.” 

The woman read his permit careful. 
ly, then went into the other of the 
two rooms which composed the cabin 
and sbut the door, Champliv, hating 
satisfied himself, or, rather, Lisa bar. 
ing assured bim, that be was not spied 
upon, spoke freely In a low tone, Lisa, 
overwhelmed that be should bare come!

Lest you sbould feel bound to delay 
me till the matter can be investigated, 
1 eave with you g lttle present con- 
tained fn this package.” 

The colonel took the package Into 
another room, examined it and found 
a bund thousand rubles. His eyes 
stood out of his head, but when be 
returned to Champlin he merely said: 

“I will not delay you.” 

The next day the journalist complet- 
ed lis inspection, and in the morniug, 
Just before break of day, be drove out 
of the prison yard with Lisa’s keeper, 
thickly vellecd Ag soon as they were 
out of sight and bearing the woman's 
Yell was thrown off, and Lisa sprang 
into her preserver’s arms.

Value as Economical, and Nutritive 
—How to uta Eepare Them 


At yesterday's “Thritt Centre meet- 
ing iu the St. George's Sunday School; 
under the auspices of the War 
Thrift Committee, Misa Nora Burke 
told some illuminating things about 
the economy and- the nourishing 
qualities of beans and peas, These 
toads have all the food constitutenta, 
except’ fat, which may be added in 
butter «or fat pork.” Fourteen cents 
worth of pea’sdup (dried peas are 
nine centa a pound is equal to food 
value to one pound of beef, 

To serve cight “people generously 
with pea soup, the following quanti- 
ties answer:—one cup dried _ split 
peas (35 pound), 2% quarts of cold 
water, 4 medium sized onion, 2-inch 
cube of fat salt pork, 3 tablespoons of 
butter, 2 tablespoons of flour, salt and 

peper, and I pint of milk. Soak the 
peas over night to soften end draw,out 
the bitter flavor, : drain well, add wa- 
ter, pork and otiion. “Bring to the 
boiling point aud simmer 3 to 5 hours 
until very sofe. Add ‘butter and flour 
cooked together, then seasoning and 
rub through a sieve. Add the milk 
and re-beat... Three quarts of soup 
stock and uo milk may be used in 
place of the water. 

In using peas, beans, etc., it is well 


tu remember that the soup dishes are ph 


more easily digested than that where 
the seed is used whole, that they must 
be very thoroughly cooked, and oe 
a piuch of solad sdded when boilj 
also softens and makes theanmy = 
easily digested.

Gardening Course at Technical 

School. 

TORONTO, Feb. 20—In the absenzs 
of Mr. Sidney Johnston, last erenine 
Dr. Sinclair gave the lecture on vege- 
table gardening at Technical School, 
when, in spite of the storm, over a 
hundred people showed their interest 
in gardens by going.

Skimmed Milk—Elght ounces. .

From this point until the baby Is eight ‘months olf two ounces of 
skimmed milk should be added and two ounces less of boiled water used. 
The sugar of milk in the formula should be reduced, one-half teaspoonful 
every three months. 
Formula at Eight Months:— 
Cream—WNine ounces. 
. Skimmed Milk—Trentyseven ounces. 
Bolled Water—Twelve ounces. 
Sugar of Milk—1% level tablespoontuls, — 
At this age the formula may be made from whole milk as follows:— 
Whole Milk—Thirty-six ounces, 
Bolled Water—Twelre ounces, 
Sugar of Milk—4% level tablespopatuls 
From this point on to thirteen months the formula may be {ncreased 
by replacing the boiled water with whole milk two ounces each month, At 
thirteen months the boiled water may be omitted from the formula, one 
ounce a week. Beginning at the age of elght months the sugar may be 
gradually reduced one tablespoonful each month. 
At the age of five months or at any tine after that, barley 
water is a very good substitute for the boiled water in the formula.
